Farm Woman Identifies Mrs. Hall. 

The statement by Mrs. Hall's attor- 
ney followed the circulation of reports

gation. ; 

Mr. Mott asserted he considered ber 
eyewitness story “the most. valuable 
evidence to present to a petit jury.” 
He added that he could order an imme- 
diate arrest on the strength of this 
and other new evidence of equal im- 
portance, were it not that he wished 
to complete his case until he believed 
it strong enough for a quick trial and 
conviction. 

State Has Other Witnesses. 

According to Mr. Mott, he has other 
new evidence, whith the public does 
not know about, which he considers as 
important and pertinent to the solu- 
tion of the mystery as Mrs. Gibson's 
eye witness story. The deputy attor- 
ney general revealed for the first time 
that the authorities have a .32 caliber 
pistol which they believe was used in 
the murder. 

He would not say whether they had 
been able to trace the ownership; 
neither would he answer questions as 
to whether the officials: had found the 
knife with which Mrs. Mills’ throat 
was cut after she had been shot three 
times in the head, or the pastor's goid 
hunting case watch.

“We bid $28 each on filing cases and 
did not get the order. We sold them to 
Titzel and he charged the board of 
education $102.50 each for them. 

“We are manufacturers’ agents for 

any articles and quoted factory prices 


the school board. Still we never got 
a@ direct order after we turned Rohn | 
down on the $500. He told us we would | 
not, and he apparently knew what he 
was talking about. 

“When we would not pay Arnold a 
10 per cent ‘rakeoff’ on all the busl- 
ness we received from the city he told 
us Rohm, the purchasing agent, was 
his brother-in-law and would not buy 
from us. 

Shows Sales Slips. 

Sales slips shown the grand jury in- 
dicated that pencil sharpeners offered 
“the school “hoard for $900 were pur- 
chased by Titzel at $1,080 for delivery 
te the board of education. Notebooks 
offered at $3 per hundred went to Tit- 
zel at $4.37. Clips offered the city at 
40 cents were purchased by the cor- 
poration counsel, through Titzel, at 
55 cents, plus Titzel’s profit. 

“TI think the excess charges to the 
school board on materials on which we 
bid would. be about $10,000,” Pancoe 
eaid. 

Rohm, whose bank balance in July, 
1919, was $1,400 and rose to $13,000 in 
December of the same year, and who 
has since built a $30,000 home on a 
$6,000 lot, all of which is paid for, re- 
signed as city purchasing agent in 
July, 1919, he told the grand jury yes- 
terday. 

Rohm Tries to Defend Lundin. 

For several days the grand jury has 
been digging into all the insurance 
transactions and eurety bonds of the 
school board which went to the O. W. 
Huncke company, in which Rohm and 
Fred Lundin were the controllers, 

Rohm, the official O. K. man for 
Mayor Thompson and Gov.

Police Probe Fates 
of Former Mates.

Joseph Klimek, the wom- 
an’'s husband, who is lying dangerous- 
ly i at the West Side hoepital, is the 


‘| victim. Chemical analysis of the con- 


tents of his stomach revealed a quan- 
tity of arsenic. 

A bottle containing arsenic was 
found tn the Klimek home, but the san 
said this had belonged to Migs Ida 
Enright, a trained nurse, who had 
boarded with the family a year ago. 

The poison victim, according. to in- 
formation in the possession of the po- 
lice, is at least the fourth husband of 
the woman, possibly her sixth, and 
circumstances surrounding his illness 
have caused the coroner’s office to be- 
gin an investigation into the deaths of 
some of his predecessors. 

Doctor’s Suspicions Aroused. 

The case was called to the attention 

of Coroner’s Chemist Dr. William D. 


McNally two ‘weeks ago by Dr. P. T. 
Burns, 1134 South Leavitt street, af. 


Nally showed unmistakable evidence 
of arsenic, 

Klimek, according to Lt. William K. 
Malone of the West Chicago avenue 
station, who arrested Mrs. Klimek, 
married the woman @ little more than 
a year ago and went to live with her 
and her:son, Mitkewics, at 1453 Tell 


place. Four months ago-she took out 


two insurance policies on his life and 
shortly afterward he became ill. He 
had “shooting pains” in his arms and 
legs. His hands and feet became numb 
and gradually the lower portion of his 
body became paralyzed. 


Symptoms of Arsenic. 


These are the symptoms of arsenic 
poisoning, when. slowly administered, 
according to physcians. During the 
course of his illness, two dogs, owned 
by the Klimeks became ill and died 
after eating scraps from the table. 

The investigation of the coroner's 
office and the police reveal that Mrs. 
Klimek was first. married to Joseph 
Mitkewicz and had three children, two 
of whom died. The third, Joseph Jr., 
now 26 years old, who is held in con- 
nection with the mystery. Neighbors 
told the police he is employed in an 
electrotyping plant. Arsenic, the police 
say, is used in large quantities in th 
electrotyping processes, ' 

Joseph, the first husband, died about 
twenty years ago, and girce then, it is 
said, the woman has been married a 
number of times, just how many being 
uncertain. Police find several years 
elapsed between the death of Joseph 
and the taking of the next husband, a 
man named Minke. They are so far 
unable to ascertain how he died. 

Definite facts in Mrs. Klimek’s matri- 
monial ventures date back about four 
years, however. At that time she ob- 
tained a marriage license to wed Frank 
Krupecek. No record that the license 
was ever used could be found, but she 
and Krupcek lived together for about 
a year. 

Then She Weds HKiimek. 

Krupeek, the police state, died 
rather suddenly a little over a year 
and a half ago, and then, four months 
later the woman, under the name of 
Krupeek, was married to Klimek. 
They lived for a time at 813 North 
Marshfield avenue and then moved to 
the Tell place address, the son, Jo- 
seph, who has always lived with his 
mother, going with them. 

Klimek never learned much of his 
wife’s former husbands, his brother 
said, but he knew that she had been 
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mek to Drs. McNally and Burns, she 
would always greet him with femarks 
to the effect that “vow are pretty near 
dead now,” “and didn’t I tell you, you 
aren't going to live long?” He says 
he couldn't account for his iliness, and 
it was at his request that his brother, 
John, who lives at 2245 Ward street, 
called in Dr, Burns. 

Klimek showed every evidence of a 
slow poison, Dr. Burnes told the police, 
mut to make sure he visited the patient 
a second time and checked his diag- 
nosis. Then he communicated with the 
other physician who had charge of the 
case, obtained from him a copy of 
every prescription that had been given 
the man. None of them contained poi- 
<On. 

Then he called in Dr. McNally ané 
the analyses were made. Wach, accord- 
‘ing to Dr. McNally, showed evidences 
f arsenic. 

, according to physicians, has 
about an equal chance to live or die. 
In any event, they say, he probably 
‘vill not die for several weeks.

Every year since the armistice 
the franc has weakened sharply 
toward the end of the year. It still 
has a long way to go to touch the 17 
francs 65 centimes to the dollar which 
was recorded in 1920. 

Big hotels, restaurants, and. dress- 
makers and others whose principal 
clientele is Americans and English, al- 
ready are threatening to increase their 
prices owing to the weakening of the 
franc. 


Business, Not Politics, Cure 
for Europe, Bedford Asserts 


New York, Oct. 26.—Application of 
sound économic and business principles 
to the immediate settlement of the Ger-» 
man reparations problems is the only 
hope for adjustment of the European 
chaos, A. C. Bedford, chairman of the 
Standard Oil Company of New Jerséy, 
said tonight in an address before the 
convention of the American Manufac- 
turers association.

NAVY DAY: A SUMMONS TO 
PATRIOTIC THOUGHT. 


Today, the birthday of Theodore Roosevelt, is 
celebrated for the first time as Navy day. Here- 
after each year October 27th will be given to the 
celebration. There is no doubt that great Ameri- 
can would be pleased with such use of his birthday, 
for there was no better friend of the navy and no 
statesman in our whole history who better under- 
stoog the importance of a public opinion in support 
ef national preparedness. 

Gov. Baxter of Maine says he won't recognize 
Navy day Wecause it is a return to jingoism and 
navalism. His recognition is not necessary, for it is 
the President or congress who fixes national holi- 
days, but we may recognize Gov. Baxter’s folly 
ag a familiar enemy of national defense, the ancient 
stupidity which our soldiers have paid for in every 
great war of the republic, while the Baxters sat 
im their swivel chairs and prepared patriotic ap- 
peals for the fighting men. 

“This is no time for naval expansion,” says 
Baxter. To the Baxters there never is a time for 
maval expansion yntil they are diving into the 
cellar. But the answer to Baxter is that no one 
proposes naval expansion as an object for Naval 
day propaganda. Naval day is to bring home to 
the American people what the navy has meant to 
our republic and what it means today. ~ Naval day 
is te remind the American people that the navy is 
our first line of defense and to teach them that a 
gate that is open or broken is no gate; in other 
words, that the navy must be ready at all times. 

Expansion is. not in question, though because of 
our Baxters it may become necessary. But naval 
maintenance is always an issue and it is of especial 
importance that the people shall give it intelligent 
consideration at this time. There is not the slight-., 
est danger of jingoism. -There is not only danger 
but Little short of certainty that the navy will be 
sacrificed to public indifference and to a misunder- 


| standing of facts, unless an effort is made to inform 


and stimulate opinion for the maintenance of naval 
efficiency. 
, ally it should be made clear that the Wash- 
ington conference did not abolish for us the possi- 
bility of war or aggression; that it did not even 
fix the ratio of our naval strength with that of 
the other great naval powers; that it did not fore- 
close competition or progress in naval strength. 
It should be made clear that the Washington con- 
ference fixed a ratio in the construction of warships 
only, while competition remains free in the two 
branches of naval development which may be de- 
cisive in future wars, aeronautics and submarine 
warfare. It should be made clear that the Wash- 
ington conference fixed the etatus quo as to bases in 
Asiatic waters and by so doing made it impossible 
for our navy either to carry on aggressive opera- 
tions there or even to defend American possessions. 
It should be made clear that the Washington con- 
ference, while it limited building of warships ac- 
cording to @ ratio of 5-5-3, does not justify the 
reduction of our naval efficiency to that ratio, but, 
on the contrary, makes it our duty to maintain our 
battle fleet at a maximum of efficiency and to meet 
the measured of other powers in the development 
of the other branches of naval strength. 

Navy day, we hope, will stimulate a discussion 
which will free the American mind of prevalent 
false assumptions drawn from the Washington con- 
ference. For example, the notion that it estab 
lished our navy on a parity with that of Great 
Britain. It is not on a parity and, so far as we 
cah see, will not be. It Is more accurate to say it 
fixed our inferiority. Mr. Lioyd George pointed 
out to his countrymen the other day that the Wash- 
ington conference had checked a costly competition 
in the building of battleships, and that is a solid 
gain for England and at least in cash a saving for 
us. It ts, however, a heavy sacrifice of naval 
potentiality for the United States and if we are not 
befuddled we shall see to it that this sacrifice 
is not unconsciously increased to our detriment 
apd danger by the deterioration of our general 
naval progress. 

War with the British people is almost inconceiv- 
able. We are both nations whose interests lie in 
peace and whose similarity of mind and morale, of 
language and institutions, creates a firm founda- 
tion for peaceful adjustment and cotperation for 
common ends. But we have fought two wars with 
each other and nothing seems impossible in the 
struggle for existence which is the life of man- 
kind. We must base our conduct on experience, 
not on mere hope; on facts, not on wishes. No 
people ever relapsed into defenselessness without 
tempting and suffering aggression, and there can be 
no greater influence for peace on our shores and 
in the world than an America able to make its 
influence feit. . 

Lat us realize therefore that the Washington con- 
ference, by relieving England of the necessity of 
entering & naval competition which might have 
either bankrupted her or brought about an armed 
conflict with us, has released her resources for the 
entrenchment of her present position of primacy on 
the eens. It seems clear that we are not to have a 

- merchant marine, at least one comparable to Eng- 
land's, yet with battieship building limited, a great 
‘ merchant marine is essential to the maintenance of 
@ parity with England. It is more important to 
naval strength under the-treaty of limitation than 
without euch a treaty. ,

OPPOSITION TO BUS LINES. 


John Hertz, seeking from the Illinois commerce 
commission a franchise to modernize and improve 
_city transportation, met a barrage of opposition so 
iremarkable as to demand explanation. 
| The Chicago Federation of Labor appeared as 
one of the chief opponents to the proposed motor 
| bus lines. Its opposition could not be based upon 
! anything but organized labor’s antipathy to Mr. 
‘Hertz as the organizer and chief executive of what 
jis probably the greatest open shop in Chicago. 
Organized labor opposes the open shop. Mr. Hertz 
has successfully maintained the open shop in his 
cab operations. Therefore organized labor opposes 
any effort through which it believes Mr. Hertz 
could extend his business activities. 

That is logical, but in the present case is not 
well founded. The question of franchise is before | 
the state“commerce commission. It is in no wise 
the duty of that ‘body to judge or discriminate 
between organized labor and capital seeking invest- 
ment in public utilities. It is not the duty of that } 
body to fix rules or conditions of labor as conditions 
for the establishment of public utilities. If it is 
ever to do so it must be after the utility is opera- 
tive, and wages and working rules appear as a 
factor in fares, etc., over which the commission has 
jurisdiction. Any question of open shop or other 
affairs in which labor has a direct interest should’ 
be left for agreement between employés and em- 
ployers after the utility is founded. 

So much for labor’s opposition to the franchises. 
They cannot for a moment properly be allowed to 
influence the decision. If they do influence it 
they prove the commission is stepping entirely out- 
side its legal prerogatives. 

The opposition expressed by the Illinois Auto. 
mobile club is utterly illogical and selfish. It 
should be ruled out at once on that basis. The club 
dogs not want the busses “because they would 
further congest boulevards.” In other words, per- 
sons Owning cars feel that they own the streets 
over which automobiles may run, and would, for 
their own selfish comfort and convenience bar any- 
one who does not own or have access to an auto- 
mobile from use of the boulevards, The poor man, 
whose only opportunity to enjoy a ride on the city’s 
most attractive streets might lie in the ten cent 
bus line is pothing to them. Throw him out. The 
boulevards are too good for him, such is their 
attitude. 


Last but not least in the opposition we cite the 
Chicago Surface Lines. These miserable, over- 
crowded, inefficient and indecent vehicles of city 
transportation immediately rise to block a logical 
modern system of transportation development.

They would | 
bar the proposed bus routes until they themselves 
win permission to establish a few scattered bus 
lines as feeders to the already overcrowded “ L” 
trains. 

It is all a clear case of selfish opposition to an 
improvement greatly needed by Chicago, and one 
Which could do the city nothing but good. Labor, 
motorists, “ L” and surface lines are all represented 
and fighting. The public alone has no representa- 
tive at the hearings. It is clearly the duty of the 
commission to consider the one sidedness of such 
a situation. It should act logically in behalf of 
the public which supports it, receiving with open 
mind every argument in behalf of the public. 
There is only one condition of importance proper- 
ly applicable to the granting of the franchises 
sought. That is the condition that the proposed 
bus lines should allow no standees in the busses. 
Every passenger should have a seat. Greater com- 
fort, fagter service, and a minimum of inconveni- 
ence would be the result. Those who pay would 
get what they pay for, and none would pay for 
what they could not get. With that single condi- 
tion the franchises should be granted. The Chicago 
Motor Bus company, with the experience, energy, 
ability and money of John Hertz and his associates 
behind it, will then do the rest. The great profit 
will be to Chicago and its residents. 


TO THE BAR ASSOCIATION. 


One of the most important features of the pro- 
posed new constitution is the article which reorgan- 
izes the state courts. Radica] changes in adminis- 
tration and organization are offered, and their ex- 
pediency is a matter upon which laymen are not 
fitted to pass intelligent judgment, at least without 
expert advice. 

It seems obvious, therefore, that the Bar asso- 
ciation, which represents responsible professional 
opinion, should provide the community with a con- 
sidered judgment as to the article on the judiciary, 
interpreting its meaning for laymen and informing 
us of the reasons for changes, and objections to 
them, if any arise in the professional mind. 

The community looks to the bar for advice in the 
selection of judges and usually follows its recom- 
mendation. In this more important decision it 
should have the service of the bar’s special know!l- 
edge and disinterested conclusions. We urge the 
Bar association to hold a referendum on the new 
constitution not less than two weeks before it is 


voted on.

PIMPLES AND GORGING. 
EOPLE do not have pimples be- 
cause of the condition of their 
blood. There never was any proof 
that they did. Some of those who 

persisted in saying that pimples were due 
to blood conditions said that the blood 
tests which showed the blood to be all 
right were not properly made. They 
were not complete enough. 
Drs. Levin and Kahn furnish the an- 
swer to that point. They made various 
kinds of tests in the case of 215 persons 
who had had pimples from one to fifteen 
years. They found that there was no 
variation from the normal in the amount 
of nitrogen in the blood. 

Next, they found that people with 

pimples had neither more nor less cal- 

cium in their blood, as compared with 
other persons. 

One-half of them had more sugar than 

normal in the blood. However, even 

these had a normal blood sugar toler- 
ance. So much for the blood part of the 
study.

It showed that the blood was about 
like other people’s blood, except that 
about half of them had some excess of 
blood sugar. P 
— 
A sugar test on the kidney function 
showed that when they ate excessive 
quantities of sugar, about one-sixth of 
them had sugar in the urine, when the 
amount of sugar eaten was well below 
that required for glycosuria with most 
people. 
One-third of the cases had a mild 
acidosis. 
Analyses of the bowel movements 
showed fermentation of sugars and 
starches, but no putrefaction of meat, 
eggs, or milk. ' 
The practical meaning of this is that 
persons with pimples will do well to eat 
less than they have been; that they de- 
crease especially the starchy and sweet 
foods and beverages. 
Another conclusion to which the study 


}led was that disturbance of the thyroid 


gland was an important cause of pim- 
ples. Here is a boy, 16 years old, eating 
about the same foods that he has pre- 
viously eaten; taking rather more exer- 
cise than he has been accustomed to, 
certainly as healthy as he has ever been, 
and with a skin that has always been 
smooth, yet, within a few months, it is 
noticed that the grease glands on his 
face form blackheads, and these become 
infected—making pimples. ‘ 
It is logical to suspect that the ductless 
giands are in some part responsible for 
the pimples, since they are responsible 
for so much else at that life period. 

Drs. Levin and Kahn find evidence in- 
criminating the thyroid gland. In cer- 
tain cases, giving thyroid made the 
pimples worse, but giving some other 
ductless glands caused improvement.

stated in lease.

Section 12 of the landlord and tenant act 
provides “‘ when the tenancy is for a certain 
period and the term expires by ‘the terms 
of the lease the tenant is then bound to 
surrender possession and no notice to quit 
or demand of possession is necessary,’’ but 
under 1921 statutes if a terfant of residence 
property in a city, town or village holds 
over and the landlord sues for possession a 
judge has discretionary power to grant to the 
tenant six months’ stay of execution upon 
the tenant’s giving bond to pay rent at a 
figure fixed by the judge.

The prosecution yesterday closed its 
case against Wilbur Glenn Voliva, 
overseer of Zion City, charged with 
criminal libel, after picturing Thomas 
H. Nelson, pastor of the Grace Mis- 
sionary church of Zion City, as a man 
who cannot leave his home without 
being jeered by school children and 
adult citizens.

A down 
and out, thoroughly discredited wind- 
bag! A monumental, brazen faced 
shameless old liar!

Voliva will tear the 
hypocritical hide off the lying old scoun- 
drel at a meeting of men only, Wednes- 
day, Sept. 1, 1920, 7:45 p. m. No boy 
under 18 years of age will be admit- 
ted. <A description of his revolting 
conduct in meetings, where women 
blushed with shame and husbands were 
filled with indignation?”

In the vestibule of the Adams street 
entrance of the postoffice there is a 
large bronze bust of Mr. Armstrong, 
which stands on a granite pedestal. It 
was erected as a memorial by the em- 
ployes of the railway mail service.

Which is the stronger tide at Hillis 
island, immigration or emigration? Is 


| it true that the larger cities are Meccas 


for more than 85 per cent of the incom- 
ing aliens? From what regions in the 
United States are the greatest number 
of emigrants leaving. | 
These questiéns are answered by re- 
cently compiled statistics of the bureau 
of immigration for the period from Jan. 
1 to June 30, 1922. This fs the dull time 


in immigration, for, according to the 
Dillingham bill, immigration opens July 
1 and national quotas are filled at the 
rate of 20 per cent each month for the 
first five months of the fiscal year. But 
there are many nations which do not 
meet their quotas during the first five 
months, and for these countries the 
question of immigration is an all year 
round one. 
_— 

For countries whose q@®otas were 
early exhausted there are always the 
special cases and adjustments which 
are made during the remaining seven 
months. So the data show low figures, 
but they are typical, especially in point 
of geographic distribution of imml- 
grants. 

Moreover, during the period cited in 
the report, emigration from the United 
States is not restricted, so this half of 
the year furnishes a typical report for 
the number of aliens leaving. 

For every sixty emigrant aliens who

took a last look at American movies, 
‘bought their last American clothes,

riod, 109 immigrant aliens sold their 
farms, gave away their cows, bade 
their families farewell, and set sail for 
the Statue of Liberty. 

“ Where are you going?” Uncle Sam 
asked each of the 109,435 immigrants 
who were admitted into the United 
States during this six months’ “ lull.” 
And their answers included every state 
in the Union. |

New York state led all the rest as a 
destination for the newcomers, al- 
though it is no longer true that 60 per 
cent of the immigrants make New 
York City their home. New York 
state received 27,632 aliens in the six 
months ending June 30, | 

California ranks second, having re 
ceived 9.830 aliens. This influx rep- 
resents. a yery small number, how- 
| ever, he em island and the other 
eastern ports.- Most of the increment 
comes from across the Pacific ocean. 

An addition of 9,353 foreign born 
in the state puts Texas in third place, 
with Massachusetts fourth with 8,294. 

Pennsylvania has long been the sec- 
ond state as regards the number of im- 
tmigrants received per month. Im the 
recent statistics it has dropped to fifth 
place, with a record of 7,370. Illinois 


Salle | received 6,976 immigrant aliens, and 


ranks sixth. 

Michigan is seventh, with 4,917; New 
Jersey is eighth with 4,636. Washing- 
ton and Ohio are ninth and tenth, re- 
spectively with increments of 2,966 
and 2,887,

The data on emigration show some 
close geographic parallels to those on 
immigration. 
the list, with an exodus of 23,450. 
Pennsylvania jumps from firth to sec- 
ond with its 7,007 departures. 

Some people apparently don’t like 
the Back Bay region, for 4,719 aliens 
left Massachusetts, the third state in 
the list. Emigration away from Call- 
fornia totaled 4,211, and, as in the case 
of immigration, is a record of travel 
over the Pacific rather than the At- 
lantic. 

Lllinois, sixth in admission of tmmi- 
grants, is fifth in their departures, with 
3,707. New Jersey waved adieu to 
2,354, and Ohio said farewell to 2,328.

Cooking Chocolate Drinks. 


One ounce of bitter chocolate cooked 
with one-half cup of water or milk 
will, as soon as it digsolves or melts, 


Here is a generous offer which I’m/| thicken that water as thick as three 


tablespoons of flour would thicken a 


cup of milk for a sauce made for 
binding any hashy mixture, no matter 
how it is. to be made up. 

It will take twice that amount of 
some sweet chocolates—especially the 
sort that get rocky—to thicken that 
amount of liquid, and the thickening 
will not take place as soon as it does 
in the case of the bitter chocolate. 
Sweet chocolate must be cooked for 
eight minutes or so with constant stir- 
ring before its starch granules swell 
enough to do much thickening. These 
will show as grains on the bottom ‘of

It is rather noticeable that bitter 
chocolate sticks anywhere it hits, and
